W thin the purview of the Assistant Sece
retary of Def ense (Conptroller) (ASD(C)).
Their inclusion in this manual is for

ease of reference by the user. All
requests for exception or deviation from
these provisions, and suggested revisions,
should be farwarded to the ASD(C).

A. CHARGES FOR MEALS SOLD

1. Policy

a. The ASD(C) wi || establish
charges for neals to recover the food
cost with a separate surcharge for oper-
ating expenses. A reduced charge may be

authorized for children under 12 years
of age.

b. Collections for surcharges
W |l be credited 50 percent to the
Service's appropriations available for
operation and nai ntenance of the appro=-
pr iated fund food service activity, and
50 percent to the Service?s mlitary
personnel appropriation. \Were contrac-
tor-operated dining facilities are used,
100 percent of the surcharge will be
credited to the operations and-mai ntenance
(0&M) appropriation.

c. Menbers of the uniforned
services and civilians in a travel status
and receiving a per diem allowance Wi ||

not be exenpted from paying the per diem
sur char ge.

d. The surcharge will be paid by
ot her authorized personnel as defined in
VII-A.2.b. The follow ng personnel not
on per diemare exempt from surcharges:
Duty personnel as defined in VII-A-2a.;
mlitary officer patients in hospitals;
enlisted personnel; officer candi dates;
cadets and midshipmen; nenbers of organ-

i zed nonprofit youth groups; and NROTG/
ROTC students.

b. Qther Authorized Personne 1.
Those personnel authorized to subsist in
the enlisted dining facility who are not
defined as duty personnel.

c. Daily Food Allowance. As
defined in DoD Directive 1338.10 and used
in lieu of the ternms: (daily) subsistence,
(daily) rations, subsistence in kind, and
their variations.

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e. Appropriated Fund Food Service

_ dvity. aAsused in |ieu of Governnent
mess, general wmess, dining hall, dining
facility, messhall, galley, field kitchen,
fright kitchen, and all simlar terns.
Appropriated fund food service activities
are distinguished fromthose operated
under nonappropriated funds and referred
to as an officers' open ness, club, organ-
i zed mess, and all simlar terns.

f. Breakfast. A meal served
during the morning hours and consi dered
the first neal of the day.

g. Lunch. A neal served during
m dday and considered the second neal of
the day.

h.  Dinner. A neal served during
the evening hours and considered the third
meal of the day.

i.  Brunch. A neal served in lieu
of the normal breakfast and |[unch neal s
and consisting of both breakfast and
| unch food itens.

jo Supper. A neal served during
t eveni ng hours en days when brunch is
veal .

k. N ght Meal. A neal served
dur ing the late evening to early norning
hours. (Referred to as the mdnight neal
and may be a breakfast or dinner &al. )

3. Requirenents

a. DoD Directive 1338.10 author-
| zes appropriated fund food service activ-
ities to furnish neals to authorized
mlitary and civilian personnel on a
rei nbursable basis. Enlisted personnel
who are on subsistence in kind are fur-
nished neals on a nonreimbursable basis.

b. Certain provisions of the
Def ense O ficer Personnel Managenent Act
(PL 96-513) are effective 15 Septenber
1981, and require that:

(1) Enlisted nenber entitled
to a per diem allowance, officers, and
civilians be charged at such a rate to
recover the food costs and operating
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expenses.

(2) Menbers of the uniforned
services and civilians in travel status
receiving a per diem allowance be charged
at a rate of not [ess than $2. 50 per day
for meals furnished to them.

(3) Members of organi zed nonpro-
fit youth groups sponsored at either the
nati onal or |ocal level, when extended
the privilege of visiting a mlitary
installation and permtted to eat in an
appropriated fund food service activity
by the conmanding officer of the mlitary
installation, be charged the food charge
rate listed in appendix A

c. Paynments for meals may be nade in
cash or by deduction from pay when per=
mtted by statute.

d. The food service program of each
Service, including neals furnished enlisted
hospital patients, will budget and account
for such nmeals furnished by its appropri-
ated funded food service activities.

Enl is ted personne 1 of the other Services

entitled to neals furnished at gover nnment
expense W l|l be furnished meals on a non-
rei moursabl e basis. Rei mbursenent anong

Services is not authorized.

(1) Paragraph 23003B of DoD Hand-
book 7220. 9H, Accounting Cui dance Hand-
book, governs the wa iver of such reime-

bursenents for transactions of |ess than
$100.

(2) 10 vu.s.C. 1085 does not
require reinmbursenment between the MIlitary
Depar tments for nedical care, including
meal s furnished. Accordingly, each appro-
priated fund food service activity serving
medi cal patients will not be reimbursed
for meals furnished to the nedica
patients of another MIlitary Departnent.

(3) Temporary duty orders wll
indicate the daily food allowance status
of the traveler for the purpose of deter-
m ni ng whether there will be a meal
char ge.

e. The Services wll prescribe the
condi tions under which personnel, other
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than enlisted personnel being furnished real s furnished to authorized personnel

the daily food allowance established by are set.

DoD Directive 1338.10, may be authori zed
to receive a meal from an appropriated
fund food service activity. Asa minimum,
the foll ow ng requirements must be net:

(1) No increase in resources
w || be nade available to feed such ot her
personnel .

(2) The commanding officer of
the DoD installation served by the appro=
priat ed fund food service activity mus t
be responsible for determning that the
meal s are furnished only upon proper author-
| zation and within the capabilities and
availability of existing facilities.

(3) Enlisted personnel receiv-
ing the basic allowance for subsistence,
based on the nonavailability of a daily
food allowance as authorized by DoD (PM,
DoD Mlitary Pay and Allowances Entitle-
ments Manual will notbe authorized to
receive and pay for a meal furnished by
an appropriated fund food service
activity, except when the fulfillnent of
mlitary duties requires their occasional
visit to a DoD installation.

(4) Gvilian and mlitary per-
sonnel of foreign governments will be
furnished neals in accordance with specific
arrangements made between the U S. Govern~
ment and the forei gn government., In the
absence of specific agreements, charges
for meals wl|l be made on the sane basis
as they would be for U S. Government per.
sonnel of equal grade and rank.

(5) Red Cross and United
Services Organi zation Inc. (USO) personnel
w ||l be authorized to receive neals from
appropriated fund food service activities
in accordance with DoD Directives 1330.5,
American National Red Cross, and 1330.12,
United Services O ganization, Inc.

f. Personnel will not have to pay
for any neals furnished to them while
bei ng evacuated as patients by mlitary
aircraft.
